InfoShare is com¬ 
patible with a large library of true 
multi-user software packages.

DOS applications to be executed 
by many users. A multi-user file 
system, security for confidential 
data, and protection against acci¬ 
dental file erasure are just a few 
of InfoShare's many valuable 
features.
